3 OF CAPTURED BAND

Gaynor, Rescued, Held Week 
With His Eyes Taped; Got 
Little Food or Rest. 


hicago, April 8 (A.P.).—Confessions 
@btained by police ‘oc.y from three 
of the seven men arrested in connec- 
tion with the kidnaping of Thomas 
Gaynor, wealthy automobile dealer and 
hotel owner, showed the gang had 
definite plans for abducting a score or 
more Chicagoans for ransoms totaling 
31,000,000. 

This information came from William 
(Big Bill) Lewis, identified by police 
@s a gambler, former saloon keeper and 
the “go-between” in negotiations for 
Gaynor’s ransom of $100,000. 

Admissions from the three cleared 
not only the Gaynor case, authorities 
gaid, but several in Detroit. | 

Three more members of the ring are 
being sought, chief among them Harold 
Conliffe, gangster, believed to be the 
Fingleader. The fugitives are of des- 
perate character, heavily armed, and 
carrying a supply of dynamite, police 
~were told. Detectives searching for 
them are armed with machine guns. 


Tells Tale of Terror. 


Gaynor, captured last Sunday, was 
Tescued by police in a small summer 
cottage at suburban Crystal Lake, 40 
miles northwest of here, yesterday. He 
told a grewsome tale of the terrors he 
suffered from blindness and constant 
threat of death. 

At his home today, under the care 
of physicians and a police guard, he 
said, “This is as happy an Easter as 
any one ever could wish for.” 

Gaynor appeared on the verge of a 
nervous collapse as he told his dramatic 
story to the police. 

“J was driving home on Palm 8un- 
day,” he said. “Three men in an auto- 
mobile crowded me to the curb, entered 

‘ my car and overpowering me, carried 
me away in their machine 

“They changed me to another car, 
and after a time taped my eyes shut 
and put a sack over my head.” 

When found, his eyes still were taped 
shut and it was several minutes before 
he was able to see his réscuers. 


Expected to Be Shot. 


“We drove for hours before I felt 
the car leave the pavement and slow 
down over muddy roads. When the 
wild ride ended, I was led into a build- 
ing. The sack was removed and I was 
ordered to stand with my face against 
the wall. 

“For hours, it seemed, 1 stood tense, 
each moment expecting my captors 
would fire a bullet into my back. 

“Later, they let me sit and we talked 
terms. They demanded $100,000 ran- 
gom, but after much discussion com- 
promised on $10,000. 

“I lost all sense of time. 1 didn't 
know how long I had been held. Once 
in a while they’d give me:a sandwich 
and a cup of coffee. Nothing else. 

“I made wild plans for escape, but 
each time I moved some one would 
swear at me and I realized it would be 
useless. I couldn’t believe it when the 
police came.”

Enters State Convention With

MEREDITH RANKS SLIM 


Des Moines, April 8 (A.P.).— 
Iowa's delegation to the national Dem- 
ocratic convention itn Howston in June 
is virtually assured to ‘Gov. Alfred E 
Smith, of New York, the ‘“favorite-son” 
candidacy of Edwin T.. Meredith, of 
Des Moines, former Secretary of Agri- 
culture, having drawn comparatively 
little pledged” support in county con- 
vention. 

Sufficient instructions were given to

New Planet Beyond Orbit 


Being Sought 


Prof. Pickering Predicts Place in Sky Where It Should 


Be, But Astronomers’ Can Not Find It. 
Existence Shown by Effects. 


Chicago, April 8 (A.P.).—If Old Fa- 
ther Sol is caught in the near future 
heaming with extra benignancy, it may 
be because there has been. an addition 
to his family. 

This life-giving center of the solar 
system now is fathering a menace of 
eight known planets, including the one 
we live on, in addition to a <core of 
moons and several hundred baby plan- 
ets, or palanetoids, but astronomers, 
peering into the mystery and wonder of 
the skies, are seeking a ninth -u1ll- 
grown planet. 

Back in 1846 a mathematical genius, 
pondering upon the deviations of the 
planet Uranus from its natural path- 
way, covered a paper with calc: ‘ations 
and then told astronomers where to di- 
rect their telescopes to find the un- 
known world which was exerting ‘che 
disturbing influence, 

Thus the planet Neptune, the eclens: 
most world of the known solar system,

Today scientists, impressed by the

for the cause in the void kt ,ond Nep- 
tune. That cause may be a planet or 
may be more than one, so far away °s 
to be invisible to the naked eye and 
probably only a dot in the strongest 


'telescope or a hazy thread on a photo- 


graphic plate, but important enough to 
perturb heavenly neighbors. 

The theory that another planet lies 
beyond Neptune comes from Prof. Will- 
iam H. Pickering, formerly of Harvard 
College Observatory, who has for some 
years maintained an observatory in Ja- 
maica, in the West Indies. Now many 
astronomers are seeking the unknown 
stranger, so far without success. 

Prof. Pickering is publishing in Pop- 
ular Astronomy, a series of papers on 
hi. computations and predictions re- 
garding this’ unfound planet, which he 
has designated as “O.” In the March 
number of the magazine he predicted 
the place in the sky where it should be 
found.

FORMER BANKER SLAIN 
INOW AT HOME DOOR 


‘War Veteran Says Former 
lowa State Senator Was 
Misusing a Legacy. 


. Ottumway, Iowa, April 8 (A.P.).— 
John F. Weber, 53, former banker and 
former State senator, was shot and fa- 
tally injured at the door of his home 
here last night by J. Everett Lewis, 31. 
of Agency, near here, who, told police 
he believed the banker was misappropri- 
ating a legacy left by Lewis’ grand- 
mother. 

Lewis, who has confessed to the slay- 
ing, according to police, appeared at the 
Webber home, summoned the banker 
outside the door, and after a dispute 
which ended in Lewis accusing Webber 
of being a “crook,” shot him once 
through the head. He died two hours 
later in a hospital. 

Lewis, who saw overseas service dur- 
ing the World War with the Fifty-first 
and Fifty-second Infantry, told officers 
at the county jail, where he is being 
held, that during the argument over the 
estate, Mr. Webber threatened to strike 
him. Lewis drew a .32-caliber revolver 
and Webber turned to enter the house, 
but was ordered to halt. Lewis called 
Webber a coward, and as the latter 
raised his hands Lewis shot him. 

Until recently * Mr. Webber was 
president of the Ottumwa National 
Bank, being succee“cd in January by 
J H. Anderson. He ‘vas a former State 
senator, and one of the largest land 
owners in this section of Iowa. 

Besides his widow, two sons, Bailey 
and John, jr., both students at the 
University of Iowa, survive.

From a Republican poin! of view, a 
survey of the political situation In 
Indiana, Kentucky, Tennessee, Arkansas, 
Mississippi, Loulsiana, Texas, Missouri 
and Illinois shows that Herbert Hoover 
is consolidatir - his early gains in three 
of these States, but is finding it diffi- 
cult to maintain his early advantage 
in three others an has been unable to 
get started in two. In Indiana it is 
an open fight to a ‘nish between 
Hoover and Senator James E. Watson. 

In Kentucky, Tennessee and Texas, 
the Hoover bandwagon is daily gather- 
ing adherents with enthusiasm for the 
Secretary of Commerce in the blue 
grass State, occasional flurries of op-~ 
position in Tennessee and organized 
support in Texas. 

In Arkansas, Mississippi and Louisi- 
ana, the Hoover campaign which 
seemed to have the delegates from 
these States tucked away for safe-keep- 
ing—excepting two out of eleven in 
Arkansas—has encountered unexpected 
obstacles and been victim of the politi- 
cal breaks in the game. What the ulti- 
mate outcome will be can not yet be 
forecast. 


Missouri and Illinois For Lowden. 


In Missouri and Illinois the Lowden 
bandwagon, plastered with advertise- 
ments of pledged delegates in other 
States, has eclipsed the Hoover drive, 
and Lowden supporters hop. to benefit 
by Hoover's troubles in Arkansas, Mis- 
sissippi and Loulsiana and have not 
given up hope in Tennessee. 


The chief sources of Hoover’s sirenyti« 


in the above-named States, as gleaned 
from first-hand investigation on the 
spot, may be summarized as follows: 

First—An impression among those 
who are enlisting in the Hoover ranks 
that Herbert Hoover is especially fitted 
to undertake the burdensome responsi- 
bilities of the Presidency and that ne is 
qualified by training and proved ad- 
ministrative ability for the Nation’s 
highest honor. 

Second—A widely asserted claim, with 
or without justification, that Hoover is 
the administration’s candidate to suc- 
ceed President Coolidge. There has very 
recently been a perceptible lessening of 
the claim that Hoover is the adminis- 
tration candidate, especially in the 
Southern States, but the political ad- 
vantage of early claims along this line 
is still apparent, as postmasters, Federal 
officeholders and others came out for 
Hoover on the strength of the early 
claims and are remaining with him as a 
result of having committed themselves. 


For Hoover as Likely Winner. 


A third source of Hoover strength 
comes from the fact that many of the 
local political leaders believe he is likely 
to be nominated and therefore want to 
climb aboard his band wagon early in 
the game. They say, “It’s going to be 
Hoover, isn’t it?” and then explain that 
their chief concern is to pick in ad- 
vance the man who is to have the 
party’s backing for the nomination. 

But, despite this, it can not be said 
that the Hoover campaign has advanced 
perceptibly during the past month or 
six weeks in the States I have visited, 
excepting Kentucky. The chief obstacle 
which the Hoover supporters still have 
to overcome is the fact that Hoover is 
not yet appealing to.the voters as a 
political personality of the type that at~- 
tracts enthusiastic support. He is still 
viewed more as an efficiency machine 
than as a leader of men or a colorful 
individual whose personal characteris- 
tics and qualifications can be readily 
extolled. Men and women talk about 
Hoover’s record and Hoover’s achieves 
ments but seldom about Hoover hime 
self. 


Where Hoover has been in contact . 


with the people he has made friends 
but these contacts have been mostly in 
Democratic States and apperently the 
great majority of those who know 
Hoover personally are Democrats who 
admit they always vote the Democratic 
ticket and could not do otherwise withe 
out staining the family escutcheon.

Defense Counsel Will Object 


to Justice Bailey Alone 
Questioning Panel. 


THREE WOMEN AMONG 
TWENTY-SIX CALLED 


Motive for Payment of $233,- 


000 Crux of Trial; Proceed- 
ings May Be Short. 


(Associated Press.) 

With prospects of a legal skirmish to 
determine the method of selecting a 
Jury, Harry F. Sinclair, 
operator, will go on trial for the second 
time today in the District of Columbia 
Supreme Court on a charge of conspir- 
ing to defraud the Government in the 
Teapot Dome oil lease. 

The opening controversy will be over 

whether the court shall follow a rule 
adopted last January of questioning 
the veniremen or whether counsel will 
be permitted to do the questioning. 
* Justice Jennings Bailey, who will 
preside, was expected to follow the rule 
recently adopted, and use the Texas 
plan of selecting the jury members by 
questioning them himself. Under this 
rule any question which counsel for 
either side wishes to put must be asked 
through the court. 

The defense will oppose this method, 
George P. Hoover, counsel for Sinclair, 
said yesterday, and will insist upon 
questioning the veniremen. If, how- 
ever, Justice Bailey rules against the 
defense, an’ exception will be noted, and 
the work of choosing the twelve who 
will decide Sinclair’s fate will go ahead 
under the court's wishes. 


Chief Point in Question. 


Plans of the defense and prosecution 
have indicated that the chief question 
the jury will have to decide will be 
whether the $233,000 in Liberty bonds 
which Sinclair will admit he gave Fal! 
were for a legitimate one-third interest 
in the New Mexico ranch of the former 


man and Fall; or whether it was a bribe 
Sinclair gave the Interior Secretary for 
the Teapot Dome lease, as contended by 
the Government. 

Fall and his son-in-law, M. T. Ever- 
hart, have both said that the payment 
was for one-third interest in the Tres 
Rito Cattle & Land Co., where Sinclair 
wished to breed race horses and estab- 
lish @ country club for men only. 

It was learned that Sinclair will ad- 
mit that he made the payment to Fall, 
part in bonds purchased by the Conti- 
nental Trading Co. for profits of an oil 
deal. He will insist that the source of 
the bonds is immaterial to the charges 
against him, and this may prevent the 
Government from going into the for- 
mation of the Continental Trading Co., 
which the Senate oil committee has 
been seking to bring out. 


Three Women on Panel. 


Of 26 persons called for the panel 
from which it is hoped to select the 
Sinclair jury, three are women, two of 
whom are married. Each of -the panel 
“as been investigated to determine com- 
nunity standing by both the defense 
and prosecution. Details of the venire-

Inasmuch as the first trial of Sinclair 
—-then tried with Fall—ended in a mis- 
trial because of the shadowing of the 
jury by Burns detectives hired by Sin- 
clair, it is expected that this jury will 
be locked up until a verdict is rendered. 

Sinclair has said he feels that the

More than 8,500 persons visited the 
Washington Cathedral at Mount St.

Arkansas Danger Past, 


Little Rock, Ark., April 8 
Easter brought cold weather to Arkan- 
sas but no more rain to increase the 
danger of a serious flood, which tonight 
gradually was passing. 

Sent on to a meteoric rise by 
rains last week, the White River 
upper reaches tonight continued the 
fall begun late yesterday after it had 
passed flood stages at several points. 
The White and smaller streams already 
have overflowed bottom lands in some 
sections. 

The Arkansas River, whose rise was 
not so rapid as that of the White, still 
was climbing, but at no point was it 
expected to reach flood stage 

The question foremost in the minds 
of river men was whether the White 
would reach the Mississippi before the 
latter stream reached its crest. If the 
White’s flood waters get to the Missis- 
sippi before the father stream’s own 
rise, the flood danger along the White 
will have passed, but if the Missis- 
sippi’s rise causes backwater there will 
be danger of material damage along the 
smaller stream, river men say. 

Traffic has been blocked at Cotter 
on the White River since yesterday be- 
cause of suspension of a ferry, and all 
hotels in the little town were filled 
with motorists. 

The, ferry at Batesville on the Little 
Rock-St. Louis highway also has been 
suspended because of high water, but 
warning was sent out in advance so 
that few motorists are stranded there. 
The White at Batesville today was fall- 
ing almost as rapidly as it. rose. It 
still was above flood stage, but damage 
has been slight. Some lands in the low 
sections have been overflowed, but most 
of them had no vegetation on them.

Lowden Claims 50 in Illinois, 
With Hoover Making No 
Direct Fight. 


GOV. SMITH. CONTINUES 
HIS STEADY INCREASES 


Borah and Hitchcock to Get 
Votes of Their States as 
Favorite Sons. 


(Associated Press.) 

More than 100 delégates to each of 
the national conventions in June will 
be selected this week, but the men di- 
Tecting the campaigns of a dozen or 
more presidential aspirants for the 
most part are looking ahead .to States 
where the showdown on delegations 
‘will come later. 

Ohio, Indiana and Massachusetts, to- 
gether with a group of States in the 
South and West, are regarded as piv- 
otal by Republican leaders, who also 


attach much importance to the line-up 
when convention balloting begins, of 
the huge uninstructed delegations from 
New York and Pennsylvania. 

From the Democratic standpoint, the 
_May 1 primaries in California will af- 
ford the first out-and-out test of the 
vote-getting ability of Smith, Reed and 
Walsh. The three contenders, who were 
entered in the recent Wisconsin pri- 
maries but not on the same basis, also 
will fight it out in the Oregon pri- 
maries May 18. \ 

Two States, Illinols and Nebraska, 
will hold primaries tomorrow, and then 
there will be a two-week lapse before 


the voting in Ohio, Massachusetts and 
Pennsylvania. 


Struggle in Illinois, 


The Indiana primaries, where Hoover 

A lea against Senator Watson, are on

Only district delegates will be selected 
tomorrow in Illinois, where bombs and 
bullets, brought into play mostly as a 
result of hatreds .over local political 
issues, have given the campaign a touch 
of actual warfare. 

Fifty delegates to each convention 
will he named, with eleven Republican 
delegates at large and eight Democrats, 
representing the entire State, to be se- 
lected at conventions later. 

Hoover, who is out ahead in the num- 
ber of delegates actually landed to date, 
is making no direct bid for Illinois dele- 
gates. Managers of Lowden, a former 
governor of the State, are claiming at 
least 30 of the 50, predicting the only 
districts in which they will be bested 
are in Cook County where “Big Bill” 
Thompson, Mayor of Chicago, who has 
been agitating for another term for 
Coolidge, is a power. 

Smith supporters lay claim to most, 
if not all, of Illinois’ 61 convention 
votes. 

In Nebraska, former Senator Hitch- 
cock is entered in the Democratic pri- 
mary and is conceded the “favorite 
son” support of the State's sixteen dele- 


". gates. -- 


In the Republican primary there are 
two slates of delegates, one of them 
pledged to Senator Norris, of that State, 
who last week gained sixteen unin- 
atructed delegates from Wisconsin., 

During the week delegates to the 
Kansas City convention also will be 
selected in Rhode Island, Idaho, North 
Carolina and New Mexip. 


Home State for Borah. 

Friends of Senator Borah are plan- 
ning to give him the eleven votes of 
his home State of Idaho, while, led by 
Senator Metcalf, the Hoover forces are 
seeking to get an instructed delegation 
of thirteen from Rhode Island. 

They also are hopeful of landing New 
Mexico’s nine, while in North Carolina, 
where the State convention will be held 
Wednesday, there is a lively fight on 
between the Lowden and Hoover fac- 
tions. 

Followers of Gov. Al Smith, who has 
most of the Democratic delegates ac- 
tually selected thus far, are hoping this 
week to land Utah’s eight, Washington’s 
fourteen and the six to be chosen to 
represent Porto Rico. 

for Oklahoma, where the Demo- 
crats will hold a convention tomorrow, 
there have been evidences of activity 
on behalf of Senator Reed, of Missouri, 
whose nearby home State is back of 
him with 36 delegates.

leaders who themselves are politicians 
and pride themselves on being stanch 
Republicans. 

The fact that the Hoover campaign 
is being conducted along novel, untried 
lines also creates some suspicion in Re- 
publican ranks. Some of the leaders 
see traces of the old Leonard Wood 
methods in the Hoover campaign and 
others say that the Hoover men in In- 
diana, Mississippi, Loulsiana and Texas 
are apparently seeking to _ identify 
Hoover’s campaigns with reform move- 
ments calculated to override the old- 
time methods of Republican politics. 

This apparently -makes an appeal to 
&® limited number of discriminating 
voters, but is believed to offend many 
of the rank and file who have been 
playing the game for years and do not 
relish a new deal. They characterize 
the new methods as “amateurish.” 
They say, furthermore, that the Hoover 
people are mating a sort of intellectual 
appeal to men and women from whom 
they hope to exact oaths of allegiance, 
but are not following the usual 
methods of properly advertising their 
candidate to the dyed-in-the-wool Re- 
publicans and the masses. 


Nip and Tutk In Indiana. 


The Indiana battle, now raging be- 
tween the Hoover and Watson forces, 
will demonstrate the effectiveness of 
the new methods, as here the Hoover 
campaign is opposed by the smooth- 
running Watson machine of old-time 
Republican methods. When I visited 
the Indiana districts I found Hoover 
sentiment in the northern Sots Bend 
District, but even while I was there 
the Watson machine began its plan to 
disintegrate the Hoover strength. In 
the southern districts there was Hoover 
sentiment, too, but the Watson ma- 
chine has to be reckoned with. 

It looked as if Hoover might make < 
real fight in the State providing there 
is anything like an even break in the 
efficiency of the respective political or- 
ganizations. But it would be rash to 
assume that the new Hoover methods 
will successfully cope with the Watson 
machine, unless or until this has been 
actually demonstrated by the results. 

In Kentucky, it is ail Hoover, and the 
overflow of Hoover sentiment in -this 
State may have an effect on the river 
cities across the border in southern In- 
diana. In Tennessee there is no marked 
enthusiasm for Hoover, but it is gen- 
erally believed that Representative J. 
Will Taylor, Republican national com- 
mitteeman from that State, will be able 
to deliver the vote to Hoover at Kansas 
City. 

Tennessee Subject to Change. 


Some concern has been 
ports that “sb Church, powerful and 
wealthy negro leader, may not wind 
up in the Hoover camp, and there are 
predictions that Church’s influence may 
be decisively felt.

Arkansas Seems Lost to Hoover. 


The Arkansas situation took an un- 
fortunate turn, from Hoover's point of 
view, as a result of the appointment cf 
a Democratic Federal, Judge John E. 
Martineau, for the Eastern Arknasas 
District. The Republican organization 
in the State, with the active help of the 
Hoover leaders, had supported Wallace 
Townsend, a Republican lawyer of. Lit‘le 
Rock and to some extent the Repubii- 
can organization was risking all iis 
prestige in this case. When the organ- 
ization was apparently ignored or 
“slapped in the face,’ as the Republi- 
cans put it, and Martineau’s appoint- 
ment was attributed to Hoover’s friend- 
ship: and Hoover’s influence at the 
White House, it was a staggering blow 
to the Republicans in the State. 

Democratic papers made matters 
much worse by insisting that it was 
Hoover’s work and proof that merit 
rather than party politics controlled the 
acministration and Hoover in the mat- 
ter of appointments. The fact that 
Hoover himself told Republican State 
leaders over the long-distance phone 
that he was not responsible for the ap- 
pointment and had, in fact, said a good 
word for Townsend, did not entirely 
remove the unfavorable impression. 

Instead of Hoover having 9 out of il 
delegates practically assured, the situ- 
ation changed overnight and the ques- 
tion uppermost in the minds of. the 
Hoover leaders was “How much of the 
Hoover support can we hojd and how 
much can we salvage?” 


Lily Whites. Troublesome Issue. 


Meanwhile Scipio Jones, negro leader 
at Little Rock, told me that he and 
other negroes had protested against 
Townsend on the ground that he fa- 
vored lily whiteism. But if there was 
to be any political advantage to Hoover 
in this, it apparently was in danger olf 
being dissipated by developments on the 
lily white issue in Mississippi and other 
Southern States, 

Leaders of the Hoover lily-white cam- 
paigns in Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Texas are asserting that Hoover will have 
a chance to carry these States in the 
November elections in case Gov. Smith 
is the Democratic nominee. In each of 
these States the great bulk of the Re- 
publican party is negro and in Missis- 
sippi the Republican national commit- 
teeman is a negro and the Republican 
meetings are held in the negro quarter 
of the City of Jackson. The theory of 
the Hoover lily whites, as they are 
called, is that the Republican party will 
attain support of the whites in the 
Solid South if the negro can be elim- 
inated as a permanent party fixture. 

Apparently the lily-white leaders do 
not want to be too brusque about ne- 
gro elimination, because they realize 
that attempting to "date the negro 
now might be a dangérous political ex- 
periment. So their idea is to make war 
on particular negro leaders like Perry 
W. Howard, Republican national com- 
mitteeman from Mississippi; Walter L 
Cohen, of New Orleans, and others. 


Gradual Weeding Out Planned. 


Then, if control of Reopvb'tican poli- 
tics can be wrested from these negroes. 
the program of the lily whites will call 
for a gradual weeding out of negroes, 
but with the retention of a few negro 
alternates on the delegations this year 
with the understanding that even these 
few are to be later eliminated.

In Louisiana, the same idea is ex- 
pressed by the Hoover leaders in almost 
the same language. And in Texas, R. 
B. Craeger, national committeeman, is 
reiterating the same fond hope. Where 
the Republican vote is going to come 
from in these States is not made clear 
because, outside of the negroes, there 
is virtually no Republican party in 
these States, according to the veteran 
political observers. And, curiously 
enouzh, the Democratic leaders and the 
judges in the State courts are ,seem- 
ingly willing to give the lily whites 
every encouragement which they might 
not be anxious to do if they thought 
there was to be the remotest danger of 
Republican success this fall. 


Democrats Are Smiling. 


The truth is that the Democrats sim- 
ply smile at any suggestion of Repub- 
lican success in Mississippi, Louisiana 
and Texas. So far, the number of Re- 
publican voters who register in these 
States is so insignificant, as compared 
to the Democratic registration, that 
there is never any semblance of a con- 
test and the Democrats never worry 
about getting out the vote or organiz- 
ing their strength. 


They do not have to, it is explained, 
as in many places they can produce 500 
to 1,000 Democratic votes for every Re- 
publican vote that can be traced to a 
postmaster or some relative or friend 
of a Federal officerholder. Anyway, in- 
vestigation on the ground indicates that 
the chief mystery about the forthcom- 
ing Republican vote is “from whence 
is this vote to be forthcoming.’ The 
Republican party, according to the plan, 
is to be presented to the Democratic 
voters as a new purified political party, 
in lily-white garb, and Democrats are 
to be asked to kindly disintegrate as 
the controlling organization and create, 
ef their own volition, an opposition 
party strong enough to take away their 
own jobs and put them out of business 

As one of the Democrats put it, the 
p’- n is for a handful of Republicans 
to say to the Democrats, “Come along 
with us and help us forge the means 
of reducing you Democrats to impo- 
tency in these Southern States.” 


Lily Whites Appeal to Courts. 


Naturally the negro leaders and the 


negroes generally gre up in arms against 


the lily white program. And their 
grievances have been accentuated by 
the fact that the lily whites have ap- 
pealed to the State courts to use the 
strong arm of the law against negro 
political activities. In Mississippi, the 
negroes, under Perry Howard, took con- 
trol of the political machinery, called 
the State convention, arranged for dis- 
trict conventions, only to be stopped 
by court action after eleven lily white 
advocates obtained an tnjunction 
against Howard and the committec. 

In Louisiana, the reverse was the 
case, because Emil Kuntz started the 
machinery working and the negroes 
under Cohen refused to abide by the 
program and insisted upon the seating 
of negroes which they asserted were 
to the State convention. The 
court again stepped in and stopped 
the negro activities. So there appears 
to have prevailed a heads we lose, 
tails they win procedure, according to 
the negro leaders.

The Hoover leaders have not 
attempted to combat this with per- 
suasive tactics. Instead they have gone 
to the courts in an effort to have Cohen 
and his negro followers thrown into jail 
if they try to name contesting delegates 
and bring the matter to the Kansas 
City convention for adjudication. 

It is conceded that the convention 
may be inclined to deal sympathetically 
with contesting negro delegations be- 
cause it will be important for the Re- 
publicans to have the friendship of the 
negra. leaders in the doubtful border 
States. So if Cohen finds a means of 
getting by the court injunction, the 
twelve votes from Louisiana will go 
anywhere but to Hoover if negro dele- 
gates are able to have their representa- 
tives seated at Kansas Citys 

There was a general impression in 
Mississippi and Louisiana that the lily 
white issue had spread to Texas and 
reacted against IZoover there. But in- 
vestigation showed that this was not the 
case, The Craeger feud with Represent- 
ative Wurzbach, of the Fourteenth dis- 
trict, had apparently not loosened Hoo- 
ver’s grip on the delegates from all the 
districts, excepting the Fourteenth, 
and the negroes were not blaming H9o- 
ver for the Hly whiteism which had 
again become a matter of concern.

THE SHIPPING BILL. 

The House commitee on merchant 
marine has perfected a shipping bill that 
more nearly approaches the needs of the 
United States than any measure yet 
devised. As it has the unanimous ap- 

‘proval of the committee it goes into the 
House without any partisan taint, and it 
is to be hoped that politics will not be 
injected into the discussion of its pro- 
visions. 

- The bill adopts the principal features 

é6f the Jones bill, which has passed the 

Senate, and thus takes care of shipping 

Youtes that must be maintained for the 

time being by the Shipping Board. but 

the House committee authorizes the sale 

of Government lines by a vote of five 

members of the Shipping Board instead 

of seven, as provided in the Jones bill. 

There is reason to believe that this 

change will be acceptable to both houses. 

« In the encouragement of private ship- 

fing the House bill is responsive to pub- 

lic sentiment. It increases the. propor- 

tion that may be loaned for the construc- 

tion of new ships from two-thirds to 

three-fourths, and reduces the rate of 

interest to the rate paid by the Govern- 

ment itself. The construction loan fund 

__ ig increased from $125,000,000 to $250,- 

i-900,000. Thus ample and cheap money 

is to be made available to shipbuilders, 

and there is no reason why this should 

not be done, as all the money is return- 

able, with interest.

FOR SAFER LANDING. 


The Farnum factory in France has per-

is evident that modern interpreters of 
advance intend to leave the world 
any privacy whatever, and the time 
has come, it seems, to make a definite, even if 
unavailing, demand that there be some place 
left on the earth or the heavens above where 
those who wish to imitate the hermit mav Go 
so. Engineers of repute have but recently 
made television a definite actuality. An kEng- 
lish bishop lamented that the time would soon 
be at hand when he would not longer be 
privileged to enjoy the privacy of his bath 
and many persons, no doubt, share his trepi- 
dation. 

Now comes the announcement that telephone 
engineers anticipate that within a very short 
time it will be possible to establish telephonic 
communication between the ground and the 
air, on such a scale that a heavenly passenger 
well on his way from New York to San Fran- 
cisco will be in as close touch with his Wall 
street office as he would be on the ground. Al- 
ready the telephone subscriber may get in 
touch with London, Paris, Berlin and other 
capitals of Europe, and soon, it is said, the 
ordinary switchboard will be effective in reach- 
ing anything this side of the gates guarded by 
St. Peter, | 

There will be those, although they may be 
in the minority, who will insist that this is 
going too far. The world is already a slave 
at the mercy of the telephone. Its insistent 
ring destroys solitude and murders sleep, Din- 
ners get cold and real work is neglected when 
the genii calls, for there are thousands of 
persons who will ignore the doorbell or any 
other summons, and yet jump to answer the 
tintinnabulations of the bell which very often 
means nothing more than “wrong number.” 

Millions of telephones are in existence. The 
exact number is so great as to be oppressive 
even in repetition. There is no wonder that 
many individuals seek at times to escape them, 
but how is escape to be done? The earth no 
longer provides a sanctuary. An explorer in 
either the Arctic or Antarctic may be sum- 
moned at any moment by a call from home and: 
be forced to tell whether or not he still has on 
his winter flannels and his shoes are dry. And 
now not even the air is to be a refuge. There 
ought to be a “law about it.’””’ The time, at 
least, is ripe for the organization of a society 
for the preservation of privacy. 
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FACING BOTH WAYS. 
Consistency is not a virtue in the eyes of the 


political farmers who are working for the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill. Therefore it is not sur- 


prising to find that the same forces that are~ 


working with might and main to create Fed- 
eral supervision of agriculture in all its 


processes are fighting to throw off Federal- 


control of grain grading. -If it were not for the 
political acrobatics.that have already marked 
the advocacy of the McNary-Haugen Dill. it 
might be’hard to understand how one economic 
group could welcome complete Federal domina- 
tion one day and resist it the next. such 
tricks are simple to the McNary-Haugenites. 
The McNary-Haugen bill provides under its— 
terms for control of agricultural products from 
the seed to the harvested crop and its sale. 


According to some of its Pegeanantl.. 128 
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farmer will be told what he can plant, how 
much of it he can plant, where he is to sell it, 
and what price he is to get. All of this they 
say will benefit him so much that he is to be 
made to pay an equalization fee. 

The same elements are actively supporting 
a bill introduced by Senator Shipstead, of 
Minnesota, to repeal or modify the Federal 
grain standards act, thereby removing the 
power of the Federal Government in grading 
grain. Wléarings have been in progress now 
for almost a week and delegations of farmers 
from Minnesota and other sections of the 
Midwest, where the McNary-Haugen = en- 
thusiasm is greatest, have urged the adoption 
of some such proposal: ‘Their contention is 
that the act is being enforced ‘‘to the expense 
and loss of the grower” and driving foreign 
business away from the United States. 

The Federal grain standards act Was de- 
signed primarily to simplify the marketing 
processes of grain and to protect both the pro- 
ducer and consumer. The McNary-Haugen bill 
calls for Federal intervention in agriculture 
on a far larger seale. The farmers who now 
object to Federal grain standards will find the 
political nostrum which Congress appears to 
be intent upon passing far more compelling 
and obnoxious.

BISHOP, 86, CONDUCTS 


300-Piece Band Adds to the 
Beauty of Symbolized Res- 
urrection of Christ. 


Winston-Salem, N. C., April 8 (A.P.). 
A throng, many of whom came from a 
distance and went sleepless for the 
night, this morning braved a cutting 
wind to view the annual Moravian sun- 
rise Easter service here, conducted by 
Bishop Edward Rondthaler, octoge- 
narlan leader of the denomination. 

It was the fifty-second time that the 
86-year-old prelate had presided at the 


ceremonies symbolizing the resurrec- 
tion of Christ when just as the first 


Salem and proclaimed 
risen.”

is risen indeed.”

Bishop Rondthaler read the litany 
just as he had read it for 51 times be- 
fore and just as it had been read an- 
nually since 1772, when the Easter 
sunrise service was instituted by a 
small group of Moravians, who gather- 
ed around the grave of John Burkhead, 
one of the founders of this community 
who had died the year before. 


Amplifiers Give Weird Touch. 


A weird touch suggesting ventrilo- 
quism was given the ceremony by one 
of the innovations introduced this 
year—the use of amplifiers to. make 
"ta words of the ancient litany carry | 
o the farthest edges of the crowd. Dr. 
Poridthader’s voice carried only to the 
first few rows of the audience. 
Only ten minutes .were consumed by 
the exercises at the church, which 
started at 5:15 o’clock. Then, led by 
the bishop, the crowd repaired to 
God's Acre in the Moravian graveyard, 
where the reading of the litany was 
completed, amplifiers being used here 
also. Many comments were heard upon 
the antiphonal playing of the Mora- 
vian band, divided into four units for 
this feature, each. stationed at an in- 
terval between the church and the 
graveyard. As the worshipers and the 
sightseers straggled from church to the 
graveyard the band sections played in 
turn, the strains of the group nearest 
the hearer being followed without a 
break by a repetition from a more dis- 
tant section of the band. 


Streets Packed 


The litany was completed in the 
graveyard, closing with a henediction 
by Bishop Bondthaler. During. the 
services here, the rohipers and 
others were ranged in columns around 
the graves where He the dead of the 
Moravian faith and for whom the day’s 
ceremony brought promise of resur- 
rection. The graveyard is divided into 
sections for the burial of members of 
the Cenomination according to age and 
sex, without regard to family ties. 
Each srave is marked by a flat stone of 
practically uniform dcsign and Inscrip- 
tion. 

After midnight

the streets of the 
twin citles became animated as on a 
festival day with the arrival of hun- 
dreds of motor cars bringing visitors 
for the picturesque sunrise ceremony 
Down the ancient cobble-stoned main 
street leading from the bustness sec- 
tion of old Salem there moved an un- 
ending procession of motor cars, while 
on the sidewalks two columns of men 
and women moved to the square. 
Earlier in the morning, the Easter 
note was struck when a section of the 
band, which for 39 years has been di- 
rected by B. J. Pfohl, toured the city 
on a street car, playing. 


Flood Lights Bathe Church. 


One other innovation marked the 
service, in addition to the use of 
the amplifiers—the Home Church, as 
the little brick church, with its ivy- 
covered walls and wooden cupola paint- 
ed white, is officially designated, was 
bathed in the bright rays of floodlights 
aS Bishop Rondthaler conducted the 
impressive service. In the city the same 
arrangement was made for the city 
hall as a token of the municipal im- 
portance of the festival. 

Beginning as the first signs of break- 
ing day were observable, the ceremonies 
were not concluded until the sun shone 
in all its splendor upon the throng in 
the graveyard. Considerable time was 
consumed in the transfer of the scene 
from the church to God's Acre. 

An airplane appeared over the grave- 
yard and circled the scene as the crowd 
dispersed.

Churches of Rome Re- 
ceive Crowds. 


| |BELLS GREET FESTIVAL 


Rome, April 8 (A.P.).—Easter was cel- 
ebrated in the Italian Capital today 
with all the pomp and glory that the 
Catholic Church could bestow. 

Pope Pius XI, despite his 71 years, 
which he will complete next month, 
rose very early today. Instead of say- 
ing mass in his private chapel adjoin- 
ing his bedroom as he usually does, he 
celebrated it in the Pauline Chapel, 
which is the Parish Church of the Vat- 
ican. The.chapel, which takes its name 
from Paul III, a Farnese, who had it 
built in 1540 by Antonio Da Sangallo, 
the younger, seemed to have a special 
atmosphere today, emphasized by the 
floral decorations which threw up in 
strong relief the somber beauty of 
Michelangelo's frescoes representing 
the conversion of St. Paul on the right 
and the crucifixion of St. Peter 
left. 

Pius XI, in his gorgeous pontifical 
robes, himself administered holy com- 
munion to a limited number of persons 
specially invited. 

The great majority of people, includ- 
ing many Americans, who could not 
have the privilege of hearing the papal 
mass, crowded the 400 churches of the 
center of the Catholic faith, where 
solemn high mass was celebrated. St 
Peter's was the favorite and there was 
a great scramble to be present at the 
mass said by Cardinal Merry del Val, 
archpriest of the celebrated basilica. 

A thrill seemed to go through the 
Eternal City when thousands of belis 
of all the churches, after three days ol 
silence, united in a volume of sound to 
epnnounce the tidings of the resurrec- 
tion, while voices of choirs rose and 
swelled in praise and supplication. From 
the apostolic palace of the Vatican the 
white-clad pontiff, amidst this joyous 
turmoil, raised his hand in blessing, and 
proclaimed to the world: 

“Benedictio Dei omnipotentis.”

New York, April 8 (A.P.).—Greeted

Coney Also Crowded. 


A crowd estimated at 300,000 throng- 
ed Coney Island. By midafternoon the 
boardwalk crowd resembled midsummer 
with most of the concessions open. 

The Fifth avenue spectacle reached 
its height soon after 1 o’clock, when 
the throngs from St.° Patrick’s Cathe- 
dral and St. Thomas’ Church poured 
onto the avenue. . 

Milady’s headgear and shoes showed 
the greatest novelty in the new spring 
fashions in feminine apparel, while 
the Beau Brummels noted that. many 
masculine paraders had discarded the 
cutaways traditionally associated with 
striped trousers for short, Tuxedo- 
length coats.

Optimistic Predictions, How- 
ever, Are Made for Good 
Second Quarter. 


HEAVY INDUSTRIES AGAIN 
DISPLAY “MIXED” TREND 


Auto Sales Increase—Car 
Loadings Below Last Year. 
Rubber Prices Slump. 


New York, April 8 (A.P.).—The prvin- 
cipal indices of business. showed vari- 
able trends last week, with the entire 
Situation again overshadowed by a 
continuation of the “bull market” on 
the stock exchange. If an appreciable 
progress has not been noted, however. 
at least current commentators took an 
optimistic view of the future, and pre- 


dictions of good business in the second } 


quarter were given in abundance, 

Probably the outstanding feature in 
the week's business developments was 
the opening up of a way to agreement 
on the consolidation of Eastern trunk 
line railroads. The long projected fifth 
trunk line, sponsored by L. F. Loree. 
president of the Delaware & Hudson, 
was d~-~ -itely eliminated and a four- 
party plan brought nearer to consum- 
mation. Some months are expected to 
pass, however, before the details of the 
realignment of the smail roads can be 
put into working form 


Show Mixed Trends. 


The heavy industries showed mixed 
trends. The steél trade was operating 
slightly behind last year’s averages, but 
signs pointed to a slight increase bé- 
fore the passage of many days, buying 
apparently had quieted down somewhat. ° 
but not to a degree to create the least 
uneasiness. Price$ were virtually un- 
changed from the previous week. : 

March sales of ten leading makers of 
automobiles had an appreciable gain 
over last year. Estimates for the en- 
tire industry indicate production about 
on the level of that in the present 
‘period of 1927. 

Car loadings gave no cause for re- 
joicing, again dipping below the figures 
for the corresponding period of 1927 
The largest portion of the loss, how- 
ever, was made up by the reduction in 
shipments of coal. which were running 
at ‘a high level last year in anticipation 
of the bituminous strike. 

The petroleum industry was affected 
again by an increase in crude oil pro- 
duction. Coal prices suffered the usual 
seasonal decline, encouraging some nev 
buying, but the failure of operators 
and miners in the middle West to reach 


an agreement on a wage scale created | 


considerable uncertainty. 

Rubber prices were hammered down 
substantially following announceme::: 
that the restrictions on British exports 
had been removed. There was a feel- 
ing, nevertheless, that tthe market 
would show a material recovery and 
..nsequent stabilization within a rea- 
sonably short time. 

Copper prices stiffened again, due to 
enormous buying of the metal, which 
was expected to swell the volume of 
business in this branch of trade to the 
second largest figure on record. Gasr)- 
line pricés were increased in some parts 
of the country. Sugar quotations 
established a new peak for the year. 


Textiles Little Changed. 


The textile industry wac L(ttle 
changed from preceding weeks, with 
moderate activity in cotton, wool and 
silks. Retail trade picked up measur- 
ably with the opening up of springish 
weather, while wholesaling and jobbing 
business appeared to mark time for the 
moment. 

The crop situation likewise showed 
mixed conditions, with planting of 
corn, Oats and barley under way in 
some sections of the eastern South 
Improved conditions in Southern wheat 
have resulted from rains. 

Bank clearings in the leading finan- 
cial centers showed good gains over 
the preceding week and the corre- 
sponding period of last year. 


WALL STREET BRIEFS 


New York, April 8 (A.P.).—Earnings 
on the preferred stock of Otis Elevator 
Co. for 1927 were around $90 a share 
on the 65,000 shares.

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PRIGES OF BONDS FIRM; 
MARKET TONE QUIETER 


Convertibles Generally Are in 
Better Demand; New 
Issues Increase. 


FOREIGN GROUP IS ACTIVE 


New York, April 8 (A.P.).—The bond 
market last week assumed a more quiet 
tone as many traders limited their 
commitments over the Easter holiday. 
Prices, however, continued firm in re- 
flection of a return of funds which had 
been disbursed in quarter-end dividend 
and interest payments. 

Time money rates had a slight up- 
ward tendency, but not enough to af- 
fect the bond market to a material ex- 
tent. Continued shipments of gold 
likewise seemed to cause little concern, 
and a rush of new offerings was well 
absorbed without serious effect upon 
the listed market. 

Generally speaking, issues convertible 
into stocks which had strong support 
on the “big board” were most in de- 


mand, while some other semispecula- 
tive bonds moved forward. High grade 
mortgages in the main were steady. 
with the largest demand evident in the 
public utility and railroad groups. 

In the foreign division, the most in- 
terest was manifested in certain mu- 
nicipal issues of European, Japanese 
and Latin-American origin Danish 
bonds were in demand as a result of 
prompt oversubscription of a new of- 
fering of $55,000,000 by that kingdom 
at an unusually low rate of interest. 


A considerable picking up of new 
issues, completed and projected, was 
noted during the week. The total for 
the week rose to $228,576,000 against 
$85,463,000 in the preceding period. 
Despite the shortened business week, 
the total was the second largest this 
year and the third to exceed $200,000,- 
000 in 1928. 

In the process of negotiation are a 
number of large new pieces of financ- 
ing, Including an estimated $50,000,000 
Roumanian loan and an _ 818,000,000 
issue of International Cement Corpora- 
tion convertible 5s. Several others, be- 
ing planned, have gone little. beyond 
the preliminary stages. Prospects for 
the year, however, are that new financ- 
ing will approach the unprecedented 
volume which came into the market 
during 1927, 

The total of bonds called before ma- 
turity in March was the third largest 
for any month tn history, reaching an 
aggregate of nearly $200,000,000. This 
raised the amount of bonds redeemed | 


- 


before maturity in the first quarter to 
more than three-quarters of a billion 
dollars, a new quarterly record. The rec- 
ord monthly total also fell within the 
quarter, in the calling last January of 
approximately $280,000,000. 

e sted market in the past two or 
three weeks has reflected a considerable 
revival of reinvestment interest, which 
kas been at a comparatively low state 
since the first of the year because of the 
high level of prices. Some buying, too, 
has been attributed to the “salting 
down” of profits accruing to speculators 
in the stock market, although much of 
this ‘demand was believed to have been 
supplied by the active semispeculative 
leaders. 

Eastern railway mortgages had a fair 
vogue in reflection of the general belief 
that agreement was near on the trunk 
line consolidation plan, and railway 
terminal and public utility liens con- 
tinued to derive stimulation from the 
recent expansion of the list of securi- 
ties: legal for investment by savings 
banks in New York State.

At a dinner for six, persons should 
there be a separate plate at each place 
for the olives and celery?

This letter has been left too long 
| unanswered through an oversight which 

I regret. Napkins should be foided and 

placed on the place plates. There is 
no rule about which side is folded 
which way, because so many different 
ways Of folding are practiced. The 
napkin generally comes up from the 
laundry ironed in a flat square. This 
may be folded in at each side, so that 
it looks rather long and narrow and 
does not hide the plate pattern at the 
sides. Or two corners may be folded in, 
so that it appears like a partly sup- 
pressed diamond. The napkin may be 
so arranged as to have the aspect of a 
shawl with a collar turned back. There 
are many more elaborate methods but 
these are the usual smart ones. 

It is quite correct to put olive pits 
and celery tops on the bread-and-butter 
plate, and (though a little unceremon- 
ious) I can not think there was any 
reason why the hostess should not have 
transferred this debris to her soup plate, 
just before it was taken away. It 
probably looked unsightly to her and 
she wanted to get rid of it. However, 
if every one had done the same it 
would have appeared too much as if 
they were doing the waitress’ pantry 
work. 

Extra plates for stalks and pits are

AUTOMOBILE THEFTS 


Recovery of Machines Shown 
To Be on Increase; Sur- 
vey Results Told. 


Chicago, April 8 (A.P.).—Stealing 
an automobile, and “getting away with 
it,” is becoming harder every year, ac- 
cording to C. A. Vane, of the National 
Automobile Dealers Asscciation, in an- 
nouncing the result of a survey of 
automobile thefts in 28 American 
cities. 


A total of 95,083 cars were stolen in 
the 28 cities last year, but of this 
number 87,186, or 91.7 per cent, were 
recovered. 

Newport, R. 1., had the only perfect 
regord of all the cities. Thirty-six cars 
yer re stolen and 36 recovered during 

1e year. York, Pa., was next best 
with 78 stolen and 17 recovered, while 
Omaha had a better than perfect score, 
with 1,076 cars stolen and 1,186 re- 
covered, which included cars stolen in 
other cities and brought to Omaha 
anl “automobiles ~eported missing in 
1926. 

Detroit led the list of cities in both 
the number of cars stolen and the 
number recovered. The figures were 
12,336 stolen and 11,000 recovered 
Chicago had 11,965 stolen and 10,464 
recovered; Los Angeles, 11,460 stolen 
and 10,171 recovered, and New York 
10,699 stolen and 8,900 recovered.

~PLINS TO PERFECT 
WELCH SALARY BILL 


Civil Service Group to Resume 
Consideration on Meas- 
ure This Week. ~ 


WOODRUM ADVOCATES 
FLAT INCREASE OF $300 


Method Provides Varying Pay 
~ Raise Scale for Fed- 
eral Employes. 


The House civil service committee is 
expected to resume consideration of the 


Welch pay-raise bill this week. As one 
member put it yesterday, the committee 
will attempt to “bring order out of 
chaos.” 

That the Welch bill ts far from per- 
fect is admitted even by its strongest 
friends. Its faults, however, might 
easily be corrected by adding amend- 
ments. 

The most outspoken critic of the 
Welch bill is Representative C. A. Wood- 
rum (Democrat), of Virginia, a mem- 
ber of the civil service committee, and 
a strong advocate of higher Government 
salaries. 

New Salary Bill. 


Convinced that the Welch bill can 
not pass in anywhere near its present 
form, Woodrum has introduced a new 
salary bill. He will ask that it be given 
immediate consideration when the com- 
mittee holds its next meeting. 

Woodrum ’s bill, which is designed to 
give immeiaie relief, provides a flat 
increase of $300 a year for all Federal 
employes covered by the Welch bill. 
The Welch bili, on the other hand, 
provides a varying scale of increases. 


Criticizes Welch Bill. 


The principal fault of the Welch 
bill, according to Woodrum, is that it 
does too much for the higher salaried 
employes and not enough for the lower 
salaried employes. Another fault, he 
Says, is that nobody seems to know 
definitely just how much the bill 
would add to the Government’s pay 
roll. The .stimates of what it would 
cost, he pointed out, range from $35,- 
000,000 to $90,000,000, the first esti- 
mate being that of the Federation of 
Federal Employes, ar” the higher fig- 
ure being set by th> Bureay of the 
Budget. 

He also is opposed to the provision 
setting a minimum wage of $1,590, and 
in this he is supported by several other 
members of the committee.

Since the days of “Lonesome Luke” ) 
have followed the Harold Lloyd come- 
dies and now place myself unequivocally 
on record that “Speedy,” the Easter at-

Doubters continued to doubt, how- 
ever, and’ one dear old lady, whose seat 
was just abaft the reviewing stand, 
openly declared she'd like to knock her 
husband's head off for taking her and 
the house guests to the wrong theater 

From this it may be gained that “The 
Spider” is by way of being a noveity. 
It is, 

A mystery story, there is a murder 
committed the while Chatrand, “The 
Great,” a magician, is doing a mind- 
reading act. The police are called. So 
careful the vigil that the entire 
audience is kept under surveillance. 
When Mr. Joseph Tumulty, a familiar 
figure in national politics, had occa- 
sion to leave the ancient structure 
along about the end of the second act. 
he had to call upon the resident man- 
ager of the Belasco, Mr. Stoddard Tay- 
lor, to intercede with the guardians of 
the law. If Mr. Tumulty, who should 
know every policeman in the vicinity 
of the White House, was thus forced 
to surrender to the siren of theater, 
what, naturally, happens to other folk, 
half scared out of their wits? The an- 
swer can never be divulged; not in 
fairness to the play. 

Suffice it to say that “The Spider,” 
with John Halliday and a goodly com- 
pany of thespians, is played for all it’s 
worth, with fine dash and verve. If 
there is one criticism to be leveled at 
last night’s performance it is against 
the audience, for the most part too 
sophisticated, too cool, calm and col- 
lected to give way under the strain or 
the spell. This sort of comedy calls 
for stalwarts, who take their theater 
not too seriously; who go to join in the 
festivities and not to fight against the 
actors on the stage. 

Merle Stanton, called in at the last 
moment to take the place of Priscilla 
Knowles, a lady who lives her life in 
the aisles, and on the stage, and in the 
balconies, hands in a perfect perform- 
ance of its kind.’ There are others, too, 
worthy of mention—William Morris, the 
excited theater manager: Thomas Find- 
lay, the police captain; Paul Nugent. 
the magician’s assistant, and Eleanor 
Griffith, the girl in the case, The palms, 
of course, go to John Halliday—and to 
Albert Lewis, who directed a rattling 
good thriller of the new school. 

Incidentally, it does not require any 
strong-arm methods on the part of the 
police to keep an audience seated dur- 
ing three acts of such fast-moving, 
thrilling entertainment.

COLUMBIA 


In “The Crowd,” the Easter week fea- 
ture at Loew's Columbia, King Vidor, 
one of the cinema's most reliable 4i- 
rectors, has fashioned an impressive 
drama from the commonplaces of life. 
Its subject matter, it seems to me, ‘s 
almost too familirr to provide the fillip 


of novelty to those amusement-seekers 
who may not feel that the first duty o1 
si.ent drama is to reflect life. If, thera- 
fore, “The Crowd” should be the victim 
of indifference at the box-office—which 
I doubt—it would be, to my mind, be- 
cuuse it is made up only of those ele- 
ments with which we are all too well 
acquainted to look upon as the most 
diverting basis of screen entertainment. 

“The Crowd” sets forth the simple 
story of a typical family of that vast 
multitude variously referred to as the 
“common people,” the proletariat, hol 
polloi or “the man tin the street.” There 
are no fine clothes, no smart cabarets, 
ns magnificent palaces of the rich, none 
of the gilded extravagances of the so- 
called “society” drama involved in the 
relation of this straightforward tale of 


happiness. Mr. Vidor has found elo-4 
quent symbols for the interests of his 
characters in the lizzying altitudes of 
skyscrapers, the revolving doors. and 
plunging elevators of office buildings, 
the walk-up flats of the tenements 
along the elevated, Coney Island, the 
dingy gathering places of those out of 
work and such other undistinguished 
l-cales as would fall naturally under the 
eye of those on the dead level of medi- 
ocrity. 

Into this composite Mr. Vidor has 
woven a tale that touches all of the 
emotions. The courtship of the two 
down-town clerks, their marriage, the 
birth of their children, the tragic death 
et one of them, the depression of the 
weeks when John was out of a job, the 
meager joys of the fleeting days of 
seeming prosperity and promise, the 
picnic on the beach and the final 
achievement of a home and steady in- 
come are visualized with consummate 
skill. In his quest of the absolute in 
realism, the director has gone at times 
tceo far into the intimate accidents, irri- 
tations and problems of the home. Some 
they may offend. 

However the story may appeal to the 
casual theatergoer, there can be’ only 
one appraisement of the portrayals of- 
fered by James Murray and Eleanor 
Boardman, in the roles of the young 
husband and wife—the husband always 
just on the verge of making good and 
the wife bearing the brunt of the hard- 
ship and revealing the family’s major 
endowment of fortitude. They rae in- 
comparably fine. The rest of the cast 
do not particularly matter, with the 
single exception of Bert Roach, who 
er.dowment of fortitude. They are in- 
the office mate who outstripped his 
friend, 

The bill is completed by an “Orr 
Gang” comedy, “Spook-Spoofing,” the 
M-G-M News and the orchestra under 
the capable baton of Claude Burroug's.

A 
formidable, sinister and subtle figure 
was to be expected at the hands of any 
competent player, but Veidt succeeds 
in more than that. He brings a living 
credibility to the young despot that is 
not to be gained from casual reading. 
Maria Montra is a beautiful Lucrezia, 
somewhat overemotional at times, con- 
sidering what we know of her future. 
Paul Wegener is in the cast, as one of 
three henchmen who carry out Cesare’s 
plots, a comical trio, too melodramatic 
to believe in. ) 

All the acting, in fact, is slightly 
more theatrical than our directors 
would permit in Hollywood rendering 
of the same history. ‘We are tol.” that 
the Motion Picture Guild found it 
necessary to do some radical condensing 
before the film could be used, and the 
result is evident in a rather confusing 
jumpiness.

ethical and scandalous conduct” cf 
Blanton and that a majority of the 
members of the House were confident 
that the time has come when Blanton 
must be “‘kept in his place.” “The House 
of Representatives is not the proper 
place for Blanton to discuss the Staples 
case,” Schafer said. “If Blanton wants 
to air his charges against the Police De- 
partment, let him take them before the 
proper tribunal,” the Wisconsin repre- 
sentative stated. 

Schafer last night stated he would 
not open the hostilities against Blanton, 
but would waif{§ until the Texan at- 
tempted to bring the case before the 
House.
